MOTION FOR FULL INTERVENTION 

Brandenburg Telephone Company (“Brandenburg Telephone”), by counsel, hereby 

moves the Public Service Commission of the Commonwealth of Kentucky (the “Cornmission”), 

pursuant to 807 KAR 5:OOl 88, for full intervention in the above-captioned matter. In support of 

its motion, Brandenburg Telephone states as follows. 

1. The full name and address of Brandenburg Telephone Company is Brandenburg 

Telephone Company, Inc., 200 Telco Drive, Brandenburg, Kentucky 40 108. Brandenburg 

Telephone is a rural incumbent local exchange carrier (“ILEC”) which provides local exchange 

services to residents of its approved service territory. 

2. Brandenburg Telephone has existing operational agreements with Alltel 

Kentucky, Inc. and Kentucky Alltel, Inc. (collectively “Alltel”) and its intervention is necessary 

to ensure the integrity of the those contracts. 

3. Absent full intervention in this proceeding, Brandenburg Telephone’s interest will 

not be adequately represented. 

4. Granting full intervention to Brandenburg Telephone will assist the Commission 

in fully coiisidering this matter without unduly complicating or disrupting the proceedings. 

WHEREFORE, Brandenburg Telephone respectfully requests that the 

Commission grant its motion for a full intervention in this proceeding.
